Whether the Powera will or will not ap- 
prove the election of Prince Ferdinand 
there is yet no authoritative declaration, 
but if they di8api)rovo they will bo mor- 
ally bound 111 timl a suitable substitute 
for him, else they would bo rcsuonsihle 
for the ■■niarchy that must needs ensue; 
uid no one Power ought lo have the 
ippurtunily, for her own 'jiids, 
if keeping the coiiiilry in the 
unsettled condition at present existing in 
Bulgariii. The Powers declined to disal- 
low the candidature of Prince Ferdinand, 
when it was first proposed under very 
dubious circumstances; and they surely 
cannot with any iiropriety refuse to do so 
now, when he has not only been ilu facto 
installed, but the elections liavo shown 
that the Biilgariaiia are ipiite content to 
aeceiit him as their ruler. The iiillucnce 
of Russia will scarcely be enough lu keep 
Bulgaria in chronic anarchy.

— It is very evident 
that a new linis to the Pacitic coast will be 
built by the Manitoba road. The Montana 
extension of the system now ends at 
OrcatJ'^ills, 1,081 miloa from St. Paul. It 
is understood that surveys are being push 
ed from tireat Falls west riu Flathead 
lake and the Kootenai country, in Idaho, 
and it is also said that the Seattle 
Lake Shore & Eastern Company, which 
is actively engaged buildmg a road from 
Seattle eastward, is in the interest of the 
Manitoba Company, and that this Ihie is 
intended to form a connection with the 
extension from the east. Seattle is al- 
most due west from Clreat Falls, and the 
ciunpletion of a continuous line to the 
former point would give a short line from 
the Mississippi river to Lake Superior 
and Puget Sound.
